Ada Would Like Schools, But Desires 
Consent mid Co-operation of Chick­ 
asaws as Well as Cove ran tent. 


The citizens of Ada have lately re­ 
viewed with interest the suggestion 
that by proper action there might be 
secured the location in Ada of the 
Collins Institute, a Chickasaw Tribal 
school 
for girls 
located about 15 
miles south in this county and in 
addition, in conjunction, one or two 
other tribal schools located within 
*> 
the Chickasaw nation. % 
Since Ada is the more accessible 
to the greater’ number of Chicka­ 
saws by railroad than 
any 
other 
Chickasaw city and concluding there 
was likelihood of long continuance of 
the tribal schools, there were some 
friend's of both Ada and the Chick­ 
asaws who thought that 
it 
would 
con sen se the better interests of the 
Chickasaws to concentrate their tri­ 
bal schools in this city, the only 
Chickasaw city with a state normal 
school. 
Therefore the citizens of Ada met 
together and discussed the propo­ 
sition. 
A committee was appointed 
to consult with the leading Chicka­ 
saws and government officials that 
their disposition toward the Ada pro­ 
ject might be ascertained. It is said 


that many ot the leading Chickasaws 
favor the removal of the schools ro 
Ada, hut it now appears that at least 
one prominent Chickasaw is opposed 
j to such change and there may tie 
many more. 
The news is glad to 
publish the Chickasaw’s views. Here­ 
under there is given the public the 
view 
of Judge 
Humphrey Colbert, 
advanced Chickasaw full blood. 
From Bro. Colbert. 
Editor Ada News. 
I see in your patter issued June 3rd 
1909, school proposition considered at 
the 25,000 Club rooms an undertaking 
to effect the removal of Collins Insti­ 
tute to Ada. Prof. Kennedy seems to 
be the one of the main leaders for 
this to be done. 
This Collins Insti­ 
tute is a Chickasaw Indian boarding 
school supported tty funds belonging 
to the Chickasaw people, and Prof. 
Kennedy had charge of this school 
for the last two years, employed by 
the government. He has been suc­ 
cessful in the management and in 
employing good teachers, etc. Every­ 
body likes Mr. Kennedy well as a 
school man. I was in hopes he would 
be retained at Collins Institute for 
the next term. I as a farmer and a 
citizen of this new state of Oklaho­ 
ma and always for anything that Will 
benefit the people I consulted my­ 
self if there is any good reason why 
Collins Institute should the moved to 
Ada aud after investigation and h* ar- 
arguments pro and con it is in 
my opinion that to move it would be 
a great blunder and a sad mistake. 
In the first place it is the projterty 
of the Chickasaw people and estab­ 
lished and maintained by the Chick­ 
asaw funds and not 
by the state 
of Oklahoma: in the second place the 
school ground and buildings cost the 
nation $3000 and to add the 160 acres 
of land that the Atoka agreement set 
aside for Collins Institute would add 
another $4000. These 
two 
amounts 
put together would make Col Hu b In­ 
stitute cost the nation $12,000; in the 
third place this school is situated in 
a good healthy location, two good 
strong wells of w’ater is provided, a 
fine clear stream of water runs with­ 
in one-half miles of the school, plen­ 
ty of wood for fuel on the school 
ground or grounds belonging to the 
school about 50 acres of land in a 
good state of cultivation belonging 
to the school. Owing to the many ad­ 
vantages that Collins 
has 
for 
a 
school 
it is useless to move th is 
school to Ada and move it is against 
Hie wish of the patrons of the school 
aud in general the Chickasaw people, 
the Indians will not send their chil­ 
dren to Ada to school and to move 
the school to Ada will kill the In­ 
dian’s schools from the fact many of 
the Indians will bring suit against 


the government of the United States 
for their pro rata share of the in­ 
vested funds now in the hands of the 
government and 
if this money is 
drawn out there will be no more mon­ 
ey to carry on Indian schools, conse­ 
quently the indian children will have 
to mix up with the white children 
in school and the trouble would lie 
in the end the white children will 
overrule the Indian children and the 
Indian children will quit school and 
grow up in ignorance Instead of pro­ 
gressing in education and civilization 
they would retrograde 
the 
white 
schools mixed would be a stumbling 
block to the Indians.

WEALTH IN OKLAHOMA. 
Professor (iouId. 
the director of 
the Geological Survey has never been 
able to get up much enthusiasm over 
the gold and silver prospects of Ok­ 
lahoma. but he sees great possibilit­ 
ies in clay; just ordinary, every-day 
clay. 
He says that if one-tenth the 
million dollars that have been spent 
in digging for gold In the Wichita and 
Arbuckle mountains had been spent 
Un establishing clay products plants 
that Oklahoma would have been mil­ 
lions of dollars better off today. 
Did you ever think that there is 
a constant stream of good Oklaho­ 
ma money going out of the state to 
buy clay products? All of our tile, 
pottery, terra cotta and fire proofing 
comes 
from 
Kansas, 
Missouri 
or 
some other state. Even three-fourths 
of our brick comes from Kansas. Our 
money goes to pay taxes swell bank 
deposits and pay grocery 
bills 
in 
these state and Oklahoma is just so 
much poorer. 
There might be some excuse for 
this condition or affairs if Oklaho­ 
ma had no clay, hut Oklahoma has 
plenty of clay, and good clay at that. 
Besides Oklahoma has a1! sorts of 
fuel to manufacture tile clay and a 
'constantly increasing market. 
The chemist of the Geological Sur­ 
vey is now in Pittsburg. Pa., at the 
government testing la v a to r ie s mak­ 
ing tests of Oklahoma clays. When 
these tests are completed and the 
suits distributed to the various com­ 
mercial clubs furnishing the clay, th*- 
people of Oklahoma will know just’ 
what their clay is good for 
When 
this is done it should be an easy mat­ 
ter to locate clay products plants in 
the state and thus keep our money at 
home.—Oklahoman.

Kennedy had charge of this school 
for the last' bwo years, employed by 
th-e government. 'He has been suc- 
cessful in the management and in 
employing good teachers, etc. Every- 
body likes Mr. Kennedy well as a 
school man. I was in hopes he would 
be retained- at "Collins Institute for 
the next term. I as a farmer and a 
citizen of this new state of Okla'ho- 
ma and always for anythin-g that will 
bene-flt. the people" I consulted my- 
self if there is any good reason why 
Collins Institute should' ibe -moved to 
Ada and after Investigation and hear- 
ing argu-rnents- pro and con it is in 
my opinion that to move it would be 
a great blunder and a sad mis-take.

million dollars that have been spent 
in digging for gold in the Wichita and 
ArbucWe mountains had been spent 
in establishing clay products .plants 
that Oklahoma would have been mil- 
lions of dollars 'better off today. 


Did yon ever think that there is 


a constant stream of good Oklaho- 
ma money going- out of tile state to 
buy- clay (products? 'A<13 of our tile, 
pottery, terra cotta and ftre proofing 
conies 
from 
Kan-sns, ' Missouri 
or 


some other state. Bveii three-fourths 
of our brick comes from Kansas. .Our 
money goes to ;,pay taxes swell bank 
deposits and pay 'grocery 
bills 
in 


these state, and Oklahoma is just so 
much, poorer. 


There might 'be some excuse for 


this condition of affairs if Oklaho- 
ma had no clay, but Oklahoma .lias 
plenty of clay, and -good clay at that. 
Besides Oklahoma has . aH sorts of 
fuel to manufacture the clay and a 
constantly increasing market. 


The chemist of the Geological Sur-' 


vey is now' in 'Pitts-burg, Pa., at the 
government testing laboratories mak- 
ing .teats of Oklahoma clays.
